The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
a Final Order in this matter, subject to the approval of the Medical Examining Board (Board). -
The Board has reviewed this Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board in this matter adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the
following Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law and Order.

FINDINGS OF FACT

1. Respondent John A. Braem, R.C.P. (D.O.B January 20, 1963), is certified by the
State of Wisconsin to practice respiratory care, having certificate number 3130-28, first issued on
July 9, 2004, with registration current through June 30, 2020.

2. Respondent’s most recent address on file with the Wisconsin Department of
Safety and Professional Services (Department) is 2618 W. Sunnyview Circle, Appleton,
Wisconsin 54914.

3. At all times pertinent to this matter, Respondent practiced respiratory care at a
medical center in Waupaca, Wisconsin.

4. In April 2017, the Department opened 16 MED 483 to investigate allegations that
Respondent touched a female patient inappropriately while she was in the emergency department
of the medical center.

5. Respondent has decided to retire from the practice of respiratory care and
consents to entry of the following Conclusion of Law and Order in resolution of this matter.

CONCLUSION OF LAW

1. The Wisconsin Medical Examining Board has jurisdiction over this matter
pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 448.02(3)(a) and is authorized to enter into the attached Stipulation
pursuant to Wis. Stat. § 227.44(5).

ORDER
1. The Stipulation of the parties is accepted.

2. The PERMANENT SURRENDER by Respondent John A. Braem, R.C.P., of his
certificate to practice as a respiratory care practitioner in the state of Wisconsin (certification no.
3130-28) and the appurtenant right to renew registration of that certificate, is hereby accepted and
shall become effective the date of this Order.

3. In the event that Respondent petitions the Board for re-certification in the future, the
Board may, in its full discretion require any inquiry, evaluation, or other conditions prior to
considering Respondent’s petition for re-certification. Whether to grant Respondent certification
and whether to impose any limitations or restrictions on any certificate granted shall be in the full

discretion of the Board.

4. If Respondent ever seeks any license or certification under Wis. Stat. chs. 440-480,
he shall, as a prerequisite to application, pay COSTS of this matter in the amount of $791.00.

3. Respondent is aware of Respondent’s right to seek legal representation and has
been provided an opportunity to obtain le gal counsel before signing this Stipulation

.4 Respondent agrees to the adoption of the attached Final Decision and Order by
 the Wisconsin Medical Examining Board (Board). The parties to the Stipulation consent to the
entry of the attached Final Decision and Order without further notice, pleading, appearance or
consent of the parties. Respondent waives all rights to any appeéal of the Board's order, if adopted
in the form as attached 4

be bound by the contents of this Stipulation, and the matter shall then be returned to the Division .
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of Legal Services and Compliance for further proceedmgs In the event that the Stipulation is not
accepted by the Board, the partiés agree not to contend that thé Board has been prejudiced or
biased in any manner by the consideration of this attempted resolution.

6. The parties to this Stipulation agree that the attorney or other agent for the
Division of Legal Services and Compliance and any member of the Board ever assigned as an
. 'advisor in this investigation may appear before the Board in open or closed session, without the
* presence of Respondent, for purposes of speaking in support of this agreement and answering
questions that any member of the Board may have in connection with deliberations on the .
Stipulation.. Additionally, any such advisor may vote on whether the Board should accept this
Supulanon and issue the attached Final Decision and Order. '

7. Respondent is informed that should the Board adopt this Stlpu.latlon, the Board's
Final Decision and Order is a public record and will be pubhshed in accordance with standard
Department procedure.

8. The Division of Legal Services and Comphance joins Respondent i in :
recommendmg the Board adopt this Stipulation and issue the attached Final Decision and Order.
